John William Alikakos, 18, of Hansen 
Street, North Altona, made a formal not- 
guilty plea to a charge under PMG regula- 
tions that he used a telephone to convey a 
fictitious message to the Altona High 
School on July 29 last. ; 


Frederick Jones, PMG investigator, said the © 


message to the school, at 11 a.m., was that a 
bomb was timed to go off at 11.30 am. 


Call traced 


The call was traced to the home of Alika- 
Kos’ parents. 


Jones went to the house later in the day and 
Spoke to the defendant, who denied at first 
that he made the hoax call but admitted 
eventually that he did. 


“I was under the influence at the time,” he 
said. “I'd had a few cans. 


“I was flipping through the phone. book 
looking for work and I saw the number of the 
high school. 


"J don’t like the principal so I made a call 
to him.” 


‘-To Mr. Hoare, Jones said the school was 
cleared for 40 minutes but only the PMG offi- 
cers. had been called because so many hoax 
calls had been made to the school before. 


Alikakos was expelled from the school 18 
months before and went to a private school. 


Alikakos admitted convictions. for 
stealing and unlicensed dgiving. 


His lawyer said that when he had been in 
trouble before others had influenced him.
